SAID TO Bl 



Seen In regard to the reported 
ahortage of 110,277 of county 
school fundi, ai stated in the public 
preia recently, E. B. Hemphill, 
former superintendent under whose 
administration the shortage Is al- 
leged to have taken place, baa the 
following to say: 

"A reply to statement of county 
finances In the Courier Journal In 
regard to settlement of Ex-County 
Supt. E. B. Hemphill will appear In 
the columns of thle paper In a short 
time, explaining fully both sides of 
settlement to the satisfaction of the 
moat curious. (Signed) E. B. Hemp- 
hill, Ex-Supt. Knox County. Ky." 

The report which Is made by W 
L. Thretkeld to the office of George 
Colvln. state superintendent, claims 
that there Is due the Knox bounty 
Board of Education the sum of 
$10,277, which money should be 
turned Into the treasury of the 
county. 

""•Among the alleged incident* 
mentioned In the report Is that on 
October 22. 1921. B. P. Walker, 
sheriff of Knox County, Issued a 
check to E. B. Hemphill, county 
superintendent at that time, for 
$1,600 for school tax. Altho there 
were two banks In Barbourville, the 
county seat of Knox, the report says 
this check was deposited In a bank 
at Mlddleiboro. Bell County, to the 
Individual credit of Mr. Hemphill 
and the entire amount was checked 
out not later than November 2, fol- 
lowing. 

"According to reports prepared by 
the former county superintendent of 
receipts and expenditures, the audi- 
tor's report sets out, there were pur 
chaBed between February, 19 1», 
and May, 1920, three typewriters, 
costing $268.99, Auditor Threlkeld 
states. Checks were given and are 
in the flies, the report continues, 
but declares that the former super- 
intendent said he purchased only 
one typewriter. None of these type 
writers are in the office of the board 
It is stated. 

"Continuing, the report says that 
the board authorized tho former 
superintendent to purchase a horse 
or a horse and buggy, to be used in 
the discharge of his duties. Reports 
of the ex-superintendent, it Is stat- 
ed, show he purohased a horse Aug- 
ust 10. 1920. and Issued a check for 
$100. June 29, 1921, the report con 
tinues, he purchased a horse for 
$160 and issued another check. He 
also bought a saddle, blanket and 
bridle for $26.76, it is set out. The 
superintendent, the report quotes 
him as saying, declared he bought 
only one .horse. Neither of the 
horses Is In the possession of the 
county board, nor Is the saddle or 
blanket. Mr. Threikeld reported, 
adding that the former superintend- 
ent said he sold the animal that was 
purchased at a loss of $26. The 
records of the office do not show 
that the remainder of the purchase 
price was paid into the treasury, It 
is stated."— Louisville Herald.

ably It Is seldom advisable to use it 
for this purpose. One reason corn U 
to popular for silage Is that It yields 
a large tonnage at one harvesting, 
something wblcb <»nnot be said of al- 
falfa. 

Alfalfa la somewhat difficult to han- 
dle with ordinary ailage machinery, 
and la bard to pack properly in the 
alio. It often becomes moldy anil 
slimy, at do various other legumes 



be taken In pecklnz this 
because of the high percentage 
of protein In It which causes It to 
putrefy Instead of ferment when too 
much air is present. 

There are times, however, when al- 
falfa may he mude Into silage, for In 
stance when weather conditions ar» 
unfavorable for the curing of hay 
ii""d silage may be made from par 
tially wilted alfalfa If It la cut tine 
enough and well packed. If It It part- 
ly cured before running through the 
cutter some added water may Improve 
the silage, but experience has sbowt

that a "washy" silage may result if 
freshly rot alfalfa Is put up while wet 
with rain. Under reasonably favor- 
able conditions alfalfa can be made 
Into hay at leas expense than into 
silage. 

Alfalfa and corn mixed make good 
silage. The corn addt the sugar and 
starch necessary for the right fermen- 
tation. For the same reason the mix- 
ing of sorghums or small grains with 
the alfalfa improves the silage. The 
addition of crude molasses to alfalfa 
also Increases the chances of produc 
ing a good quality of silage. The Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculturt 
has made some preliminary expert 
menu which indloute that good silage 
can be made by miring straw of any 
of the small grains with alfalfa, If 
the mixing is done as the material 
passes through the cutter and water 
Is added to make It pack well. 

Although alfalfa Is not an ideal si- 
lage crop, It makes a nutritious silage 
when properly handled. With all the 
facts In :nlnd, says the Department of 
Agriculture, the farmer should be able 
to Judge for himself whether or not be 
should put his crop In the silo. 



POP CORN UNCERTAIN CROP 

Cost to Produos Is Considerably 
Higher Than Ordinary Field

S|*<tal efforts to prevent the Eu- 
ropean corn borer from spreading to 
the corn belt, which It now threatens 
to do from tlie southern shore of 
Lake Erie, will be made this season 
t>j the t'r.ltnl States Department of 
Agriculture. The most Important sin- 
gle meui-ure will be the rigid enforce- 
ment of federal quarantine regulations 
by the federnl horticultural l*«ird of 
ths deport merit, in co-operat Ion ulth 
the Canadian government nnd the va- 
rious states where the pest how ex- 
ists. This v>1ii |ireveut other Infesta- 
tions of the Insect from commg -nto 
the United States end will go a long 
way toward keeping the borer from 
being carried to other parts of the 
country. 

The bureau of entomology of the 
department has prepared Its plans fcr 
investigating the Insect, which was 
discovered In this country during 1017. 
with a riew to applying and amplifying 
methods of controlling It. The slight 
Infestation? along the lake shore. It Is 
believed, will not cause serious Injury 
to corn there Immediately, giving Ma- 
ple time for a careful study of the In- 
sect snd its behavior in this new er> 
i vlrontnent before actual commercial 
; damage Is done. For this purpose the 
! bureau will establish Immediately a 
number of entomologists at Sandusky, 
Ohio. 

May Have Come From Canada. 

The Infestation an Lake Erie, It is 
believed, originated In the province 
of Ontario, Canada, where u severe ra- 
ft-station has been present for several 
years. Favorable winds during the 
flight season of the moth In the sum- 
mer of 1921 are supposed to have 
compelled the adult insects to fly 
across the lake to the American side, 
where they became established along 
almost the entire southern shore. Rec- 
ords of the weather bureau Indicate 
that for the first time in Ave or six 
years the winds prevailing then Mew 
from the nortl. or northwest for sev- 
eral days at a time. It Is not thought, 
therefore, that this condition will pre- 
vail ugnln for eeveml years, and other 
moths be blown over. 

In order to watch this phase of the 
mutter, bows* fx, the bureau of ento- 
mology will request permission of the 
llghthimse service to station observers 
during the flight season at the power- 
ful lights mulotained ulong the south- 
ern shore. They will ascertain, if pos- 
sible, whether moths are attracted to 
the lights from the other side. 

The federal quarantine Includes 144 
| cities and towns In Massachusetts, 
three In Michigan. 12 In New Hamp- 
shire. 115 In New York, 42 In Ohio, 
and 13 In Pennsylvania, and prohibits 
the shipment of corn and broom com, 
Including all parts of the stulk, cut 
flowers or entire plants of chrysanthe- 
mum, aster, cosmos, zlnnlu, hollyhock, 
and cu; flowers or entire plants of 
gladiolus and dahlia, except the bulbs, 
lo other states throughout the year. 
The ban applies to other products for 
the period between June 1 and De- 
cember It, In the New England terri- 
tory. The prohibition applies to corn 
and broom com. Including all parts 
of the stalk, all sorghums and sudan 
grass from Infested areas in New 
Tork. rennsylvunls, Ohio, and Michi- 
gan throughout the year. No restric- 
tions are placed on tlffe Interstate 
movement of clean shelled corn and 
clean seed of broom corn. 

Control Practices Recommended. 
To control the com borer on the 
farm, tlie department recommends the 
following practices : 

1. Burn, or otherwise destroy, be- 
fore May 1 of each year, all cornstalks, 
corn cobs, corn stubble, vegetable, fleld 
and flower crop remnants, weeds and 
large-eteiamed grasses of the previous 
year.

MOLESKINS VALUABLE 
SOLO THROUGH POOLS 



Boy* and Girls Have Formed 
Clubs for Trapping. 



Taught Approved Methods by Exten- 
eion Workers and Representatives 
of Biological Survey— Prises 



Moleskins, which brought llrtle or 
nothing In tlie ordinary fur markets, 
huve been successfully pooled and sold 
in WMkVBftaa un<1 Oregon through 
farm bureau organizations. Boys and 
girls In many communities hnve formed 
clubs for trapping moles. Through the 
coeoperullve work of the extension 
agents anil revrcstntutlves of the 
biological survey of the 1'nlted States 
1 vpurtinent of Agriculture, they have 
been taught approved methods of trap- 
ping and skluUng the moles. 

Two hundred and twenty mole pelts 
were sold in lU-nton county, Ore., fcr 
boy and girl truppers. Linn county. 
Ore., reports three communities which 
offered 10 cents each for moles and 
pocket gopheru and an additional prise 
for the three children killing the most 
pests. One community reports 83 moles 
killed In this way. 

Tillamook county. Ore, was divided 
Into four districts, snd 130 purses were 
allotted to each district for first, 
second, und third p-izes. The county 
paid a o-cent bounty on both moles 
and pocket gophers. The moleskins 
were stored lo the county agent's 
office until a salaWte amount was col- 
lected. They were then sold to the 
highest bidder. All money received tor 
the skins was returned to the truppers.

The tulip tree li occasionally found 
as far north as Vermont and Rhode 
Island, and west to Michigan.

There is not the local prejudice to dark 
honey which exists In the clover re- 
gion and In the West.

CULTIVATE SOIL

Most people hare an Idea that gar- 
dens are cultivated solely for the pur- 
pose of killing weeds. As s matter of 
fact, the killing of weeds Is Just one 
object of garden cultivation, says the 
t nited States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The mots of plants require air 
Just the tame as do the tops, and If 
the ground Is packed or hard or Is 
sunbaked over the surface after a bent- 
Ing rnln, the roots cannot get air. anil 
for thnt reason the plants will suffer 
If not cultivated. The same thing is 
true where the Innd is poorly drained 
and waterlogged. The water keeps out 
the idr and the roots cunnot feed the 
plar.ts. 

Cultivation has another object In 
thnt It breaks up the soil particles nn.l 
makis plant food available for the 
feeding nmtlets of the plants. Many 
persofis, however, innke the mistake of 
cultivating too deeply, and by so do- 
ln^ cut off or Injure the feeding root- 
lets and deprive the plant of Its source 
of nourishment and support. Frequent 
stallow cultivation dnrlng dry weather 
results In the formation of a Inyer of 
fine dust which serves as a mulch or 
hlunkrt to retain moisture. 

Cultivating After Rains. 

The soil should always be cultivated 
Just as soon as It is sufficiently dry to 
be MMj worked after heavy rains. 
If It is r.ot cultlvutcd, a crust form*, the 
surface bakes, urul, the crops are In- 
jured. 'Die same will apply where Ir- 
rigation is used, and it has been found 
best to give tlte soil n thorough souk- 
lng. then cultivate as soon as it Is 
dry enough, und apply no more water 
until absolutely necessary. 

The hoe and the steel rake are the 
most Important tools for cultivating 
the small garden. Cm a larger scale 
n wheel hoe or u horse cultivator may 
M used to advantage. DM wheel-hoe 
outfits are provided with a number of 
different attachments adapted for the 
different types of work to be per- 
formed. These Implements have the 
advantage that one can go over the 
garden very rapidly and brenk up the 
surface of the soli In a comparatively 
short time. It Is generally necessary, 
however, to follow with the hoe nnd 
the fingers to remove any weeds that 
have not l*tn destroyed by the wheel 
cultivator. Even where horse-drawn 
tools are occasionally used, the great- 
er part of the work, especially during

It should be borne m mind that the 
time to kill weeds Is when they are 
Just coming through the ground. If 
allowed to become established. It Is 
much more difficult to get rid of them 
than If they are taken In time. If the 
top 2 Inches of soli Is kept continuous- 
ly and thoroughly loosened, there will 
be no serions difficulty In keeping out
